a Banker.'Vand he effectively lighten- 
ed the serious phases of the addresses 
ay flashes of wit, amiable humor and 
pleasantries. 
The speaker 
was 
Introuuced by 


Guy Dudley of 
the First National 
bank, who discharged this function 
very pleasingly, although he assumed 
it as a substitute for John W. Carter, 
detained at home by reason of illness. 


Mr. Dobie expressed 
pleasure in 


speaking to a Danvlle audience and 
explained that he fcad long desired 
to do so, but had not found oppor- 
tunity before. In opening he advert- 
ed to the fact 
the 
term, banker, 


usually suggested 
wealth, that of 
teacher 
poverty. In literature 
and 


drama, he 
said, 
the 
banker was 
usually cast as the^ villian. It was 
unfortunate that some of the igno- 
rant perhaps so regard him, because 
such an erroneous idea is destructive 
of thrift iiy the promotion of which 
the banker is an important factor. 
The speaker 
then 
enumerated five 
important characteristics of a bank 
er, which he must cultivate in him- 
self and strive to impart to or Im- 
press upon others. First, the banker 
is a "man from Missouri"; his mind 
works that way. Every man is to 
him a potential depositor, or a bor- 
rower and patron of a bank. If any 
man needs to study, it is the bank- 
er, for he must teach the people and 
should qualify himself to do this ef- 
ficiently. 
Secondly; a banker is es- 
sentially a 
force 
in up-building a 


community. The banker, he said, is 
a public trustee, the friend of every 
good man, a sort of financial yeast- 
cake. 
Thirdly, 
the 
banker 
must 
have courage. The line between per- 
sonal and official relations is not al- 
ways understood, and his decisions 
must 
be without 
fear 
or 
favor. 
Fourthly, the banker is the commu- 
nity safety-valve, a balancer, an ar- 
biter, a man who sits on the lid and 
holds things do-wn. 
Fifthly, bank- 


ers are, or should be St Johns; that 
is to say, evangelists or missionaries. 


« position and relations enable him 
to reach people no,other institution 
can. He la door-keeper to all trades 
and to him character 
Is tho only 
pass-word. Slimming up, the speaker 
cited as a trinity of (characteristics of 
the Ideal bunker thrift unsolflshneys 
and courage.

railway system in Manchuria. 
In the protest sent to Moscow yes- 


terdayt the foreign office pointed out

ernment, the Chinese eastern railway 
and other matters are legitimately 
the concern of the Peking govern- 
ment. 
The protest was dispatched to Mos-
